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The Graveyard Dining-Room on the Hill— 
Heaps of Bonesand Mournful Con- 
fessions of the Survivors of the 
Lady Franklin Bay Ex- 
pedition—Sicken- 
ing Horrors.

New York, August 16.—The sickening horrors 
that cluster about Greely's little party of wretched 
cannibals have not been yet half told. They are only 
beginning to be known. The acknowledged shoot- 
ing of Henry, the finding of the body of Lieut. Kis- 
lingbury stripped of flesh, the burying of a wooden 
image and a few bones under the name of Private 
Henry, the mysterious, persistent reticence of the 
officers—all these point to revelations yet to come. 
When the official inquiry is instituted it is claimed 
that the present known horribie facts will sink into 
insignificance by the side of the terrible, ghoul-like 
stories that will be wrung from unwilling witnesses. 
So unnatural, so inhuman, are these secrets locked 
up in the breasts of a handful of living men that 
nothing but official pressure will force them to dis 
close the awful things they know and wish they 
could forget. No officer is willing to bring the odium 
of all the world upon himself by being the first to 
open his lips. When the exhuming of 
the body of Lieutenant Kislingbury and 
the confeasion of Lieutenant Greely 
established beyond question the fact that the little 
body of survivors had lived upon the flesh of their 
comrades, when the fleshless bonesof the dead 
Officers cried outa mute conviction from the grave 
where they were not allowed to rest,

at the sickening revelations. Butthose who knew 
the worst, those who had seen the heaps of bones 
and had listened to the mournful confessions of the 
survivors, only smiled and said they were giad it 
was no worse. Engineer Melville said that the 
public might have known that the bodies had been 
eaten without exhuming the remains, and declared 
that the men were perfectly justified in stripping 
the flesh from the bones of those who died “But,” 
he added, triumphantly, ‘“‘no one can say the starv- 
ing survivors killed these men to eat.” Surgeon 
Amos, who knows as much as any one about the re- 
mains, would not even admit the cannibalism, but 


MR. MULLIGAN TO MR. BLAINE: 


“SHALL I TELL THE TRUTH ?” 


When Mr. Blaine found that his acts were to be brought out by Mr. Mulligan in Washington his atti- 
tude was somewhat different. We quote the Associated Press dispatch from Washington of June 1, 1876: 
. “James Mulligan said he wanted to make a statement before continuing his examination. He said 
that when he arrived here a note came down from Mr. Blaine requesting tne witness and Mr. Fisher to 
Call at his house; witness declined to go, but Mr. Fisher went. After witness testified yesterday, Mr. 
Blaine called upon him and asked him about some letters which were in his possession, and wanted wit- 
ness to give them up to him, but witness declined to do so. Witness said Mr. Blaine almost got down on 
his knees and pleaded for the letters, saying they would ruin him for life, and when witness further de- 
clined Mr. Blaine asked him to think of his wife and six children. 
templated suicide. He offered to get him a Consulship in return for the letters. Witness allowed Mr. 
Blaine to take them under a pledge that he would return them. He looked them over and did return them, 
This was in the presence of Mr. Fisher and Mr. Atkins. Witness then retired to his room and Biaine fol- 
lowed him and wanted to look at the letters again. Witness allowed Mr. 
Blaine refused to return them, and still retains them. There were about eighteen letters.”

Sergeon Pavy took his own life. The desparing 
little company had split up into two factions, both 
clamoring forthe deathof some one that the others 
might live. With ali his strength of character Lieut. 
Greely was forced to yield to the demands of these 
mad wretches, and with a beavy heart issued the 
order that took Henry from his living comrades and 
placed his flesh at the mercy of the men who but a 
few minutes before had called him brother. This 
faction took the body of the dead man and kept 
guard over it in 
THE GRAVEYARD ON THE HILL, 
They had meat for several] days, and they meant to 
guard with jealous watchfulness their graveyard 
dining room. The other faction down by the 
sea were without even a handful of 
shrimps. They knew the graveyard on the hill con- 
tained a corpse, and with loud murmurs of discon- 
tent declared that some one of their party must suf- 
fer for the rest. Dr. Pavy was the weakest of them 
all. About his dying couch they clustered and sat 
for hours unmoved, watching each breath and 
hoping that his death might not be long delayed. 
The mute appeal of those wild, hunery eyes, plead- 
ing for an early death, was too much for him, and 
with a last despairing effort he rushed down to the 
sea and was picked up dead. Almost be- 
fore the heart had ceased to beat, and 
before the corpse was cold, those mad men—for they 
were mad—rushed uponthe body and with their 
sailors’ sheath knives dug into the warmfiesh. They 
stripped long shreds of flesh and skin from off the 
bones while yet the muscles quivered with the life 
that had just gone out. These ghastly, dripping 
morsels were carried to the little fire, and hardly 
waiting till the chunks of meat had turned brown, 
tore them with their teeth"—and with a weary sigh 
the officer dived down into his cabin. 
The records show that the body of 
SURGEON PAVY WAS “WASHED away.” 

He died June 6. Three days before Seaman Coop 
had died; on June 12 Sergeant Gardiner was missed, 
and four days later Private Bender is recorded as 
dead. All these bodies were reported “washed 
away by the sea.” The fact that these men died 
within convenient market days of each other and 
the reported finding of a headless trunk other thaa 
that of Henry too ciear 
the awful meaning hidden in the mysteri- 
ous explanation, “washed away.” Commander 
Schley explained yesterday that it would be very 
wrong for him to express an opinion officially, or to 
tell what he knew of the Arctic horrors. Engineer 
Meiville said the reason DeLong’s party did not eat 
each other was because they froze and starved to 
death very quickly. In an inférview he almost jus- 
tified the cannibalism of the Greely party. ‘Think 
of it. and realize it if you can,” hesaid. “Aftera 
time they lost their heads, and became, for the 
time being mad. There have been all sorts of stories 
written about” this thing, but when the 
official! investigation comes, only about one-tenth of 
them will be found to be true.

This assertion was all right, but I tell you the truth, 
I never saw pieces of shoe leather with joints and 
other pieces which resembled more the calves of a 
man's legs than the soles of one's boots,” 

“When did the men first take to cannibalism? 
was asked, and the sailor said: 

“I think just when we were sailing from New 
York. Just when all you people were 
firing a cannon and wishing us luck. Well, that’s 
about the time these people were beginning to think 
that they had better make a division of the living 
men. “The weak were sacrificed for the benefit of 
the strong.’ Every one of the sailors spoken to was 
unanimous in hig opinion that the Greely people 
had done only what other men would have done 
under similar circumstances.

On examining the court record to-day it was found 
that in the cases of Sproule, Tamm, Block, Thomas 
and Russell, all old venders who have been repeated- 
ly before the courts, Judge Noonan deferred sen- 
tence and they have never been punished in any 
way forthe crime to which they pleaded guilty in 
the face of certain conviction. 

THE KAUB CASE. 

On March 18, four cases were instituted against 
E. Kaub, the acknowledged briber of police officers 
and persistent violater of the law: - Since the enact- 
ment of the Johnson law he defiantly carried on 
the business. There four cases were instituted by 
the Police Departinent in the hopes of breaking up 
his business. Trial was set for March 28, but con- 
tinued until April 2, when Kaub was convicted on 
the most convincing testimony of his _ 
The case was taken under ad vise- 
ment until the 7thof April, when Judge Noonan 
imposed a fine of $75. and costs on each of the first 
two cases, and $500 and costs on each of the other 
two, but mercifully granted a stay of the $500 ex- 
ecutions on a promise of behavior. Kauab got 
out of all the cases on payment of a little less than 
$200. A reporter disclosed to the public a few days 
later that Kaub was still in the business, and with 
no little ceremony he was arraigned before the court 
and sentenced to pay the finesof $500, Execution 
was issued and served after -a long and 
obliging delay. When reporters and disinterested 
officials and the jailer himself began to inquire wh 
Kaub was hield in jail when committed to the Wor 
House the transfer to oe Sane pile <a eae. Al- 
though Kaub ostensibly po counsel when ar- 
men van on in court, he was not hustled through the 
reguiar channels, by request of an attorney who 
has compromised more than one reputation 
by his indiscreet professions of friendship. 
After Kaub: -went to the Work House, 
by;; feason oof the comment on = his 
kindly treatment he secured an appeal and a writ 
of error, but in the meantime he had failed to re- 
ceive a note sent him through the jailer’s office, and 
wearying of his rock-pile experience he paid the 
money, and when it was too Jate he discovered that 
the courts were ready to bestow another act of 
kindness. 

Two cases of selling lottery tickets against Edward 
Zereck, instituted May 9, were disposed of, much to 
the defendant's satisfaction, April 16, by 4 continu- 
ance generally. 

William Fadley and James Hindman were charged 
with selling lottery tickets on April 24, and on May 
12 pleaded guilty and were fined $500 and costs @ach. 
Avain the court stayed its own judgment and justice 
stood with uplifted hand. never to fallin chastise- 
ment on the tender anatomy of the guilty lottery 
men.

«MW BATAL PISTOL. 


Rush Tevis Turns the Same Weapon 
on Himself 


SS 


‘That He Used Two Years Ago on Frank 
Iglehart—A Suicide and Attempted 
Murder—Mrse. Tevis’ Story— 

Why Her Husband Was 
Tired of Life. 


Rush H. Tevis is lying dead at 2854 St. Louis ave- 
nue, shot by his own hand. The house consists of 
two flats, and it is in the lower of these that the de 
ceased awaits the verdict of suicide,which the Coro- 
ner will render, and the burial certificate, which will 
permit him to be buried away out of sight in 


the ground. 

Two or three policemen, several curiosity-bitten 
neighbors and a couple of reporters accompanied 
the Coroner into the rooms,gaining entry by the back 
door and passing through the bed-room where the 
fatal shot was fired into the parlor where Tevis was. 


This bed-room bears everywhere the evidence of the 
dainty touch of an art-loving woman. The furniture 
is Of ash, the walls covered with pictures, some of 
them good, some mere cheap tea-store chromos, but 
the whole effect is pleasing. Right over the mantel 
is a cravon portrait of the dead man, on the bright 
carpet beneath a sodden three-cornered stain of 
blood, damp enough yet to adhere to the boots of the 
policeman and sticky, so that it records in mud every 
step that presses it. In the lor was a stand with 
somethi on it covered with a sheet facing 
the cl window. The shutters were drawn open, 
the sheet pulled back, and the corpse displayed. 
Almost every body about town knew 
RUSH TEVIS. 

He was a fine looking dark brunette, with side whis- 
kers, and a striking attractive face. To-day a couple 
of linen rags soaked with acid, lie on his eyes, and 
the chin reposing on a brass screw which closes the 
under jaw to the upper, while the head itself is held 
in place by a clamps, like those used in photograph 
galleries. The toilet of the dead had _ been 
made, and there was nothing BS .... y 
about the head but its pallor,and the mechanical 
and chemical means employed for its preservation 
and decency. The face had a tired, worn look, and 
was sad beyond any expression that type could con- 


vey. 

After this grisly object had been viewed Dy all, 
the Deputy Coroner ordered that 

MRS. TEVILS 

be brought in. In answer a girlish looking form 
appeared at the doorway, and entered slowly, draw 
ing away her skirts and hurriedly stepping to one 
side, Mrs. Tevis made her way to where the Coroner 
was standing beside her hus d. She shudderea 
as she looked and turned away while she was a 3 
sworn. With a long breath of relief she came bac 
into the bed-room and satin a great wicker chair 
while the Coroner began his interrogatory. She did 
not seem at all moved while discussing the traged 
—rather as if she were tired and bored with it all. 
Her adventures in the past will warrant a closer 
description of her than usual, Mrs. Tevis is 30 years 
old, while hardly looking 20, her bair is a rich 
Titianesque, a light-brown shot with red. Her face 
is gi but rather weak, a uting mouth 
with lines about it which also speak of weariness 
and dissatisfaction. She was dressed carefully 
enough about the throat with a neat collar and pin, 
@ black Jersey and a bive and white checked under- 
skirt. Of course she is attractive looking, with a 
Mobile expressive face and a perfect form, no wom- 
an could help being so. Her eyes are her worst 
features; they are shallow and insincere.

SHE SEEMED TO BE ENTIRELY AT HER EASE, 

and gave her answers distinctiy and clearly to all 
the questions asked by the Coroner. “My name is 
Kate Tevis,” said she; “‘the deceased is my husband; 
he went away yesterday morning to work in good 
spirits and did not come home till 9:45 in the even- 
ing, when he was very much excited and exceeding- 
ly drunk, so much so that he had got a lady who 
lives at the corner to bring him home. Forthe _ 
three days he has been drinking a great ceal. 
All that he said was that he was sorry to come home 
in that condition. Il said nothing, and he went out 
and ate his supper. Then he came back into the 
bed-room and began talking about his business, 
which he said was ina very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. We were preparing to go to bed. I said noth- 
ing, because we had discussex t his pecuniary condi- 
tion often, and I didn't see that there was anything 
left to be said. Then he said: ‘I think the best way 
to get out of all this trouble is just to kill myself. I 
think we had all better die.’

His family were furious over his 
action, and a very serious division occurred, which 
has not yet been healed, even by his death. Mrs. 
Tevis, while connected with some of the most promi- 
nent families of St. Louis, is also alone among 
strangers. The tragedy is a sad one, made sadder 
by the tongue of slander, and the future seems al- 
most as desolate for the young widow as it seemed 
for the papeiet husband.

“LEGACIES OF THE WAR.” 

Under this head the Century (editorial in 
August number) has the following: 

The year now drawing to a close has witnessed 
events in the United States of a nature calculated to 
humiliate and discourage those who have both pride 
and faith in republican institutions. It is not neces- 
sary to name over the long and melancholy list. 
Political scandals and revelations of commercial dis- 
honor are fresh in the minds of all, and all have ob- 
served the apparently lessening sense of the sacred- 
ness of marriage, the growing tendency toward 
steck gambling in all sections of the country and the 
increased popularity of demagogism in public life 
If most of the events and tendencies which distress 
the judicious are examined, they will be found to 
be in some way connected with the great civil war 
which ended nineteen years ago. They are, in a cer- 
tain sense, a part of the price we have had to pay for 
our national unitv. 

Cavour, in one of his last conversations, said: 
“Bo far as the humarz race is concerned I have 
no difficulty in recognizing a steady progress 
from bad to better; but as for that rogue, Man, 
I see no special improvement in him.” Yet, 
after making due al lowance for the apparently 
ineradicable taint of human nature, there is no 
doubt of the essential truth of the Century 
statement, and of the primal cause of the 
national evils noticed. These are, in great 
part, the natural and inevitable result ofa 
political convulsion which shook society to its 
foundation, swept away many of the old land- 
marks, and gave us a new departure in the 
wrong moral direction. In other words, the 
moral standard in nearly every department has 
been unmistakably lowered by the struggle in 
which all moral considerations were subordi- 
nated to the maintenance of national unity. 
During the tremendous strain of popular excite- 
ment from 1861 to 1865, principles and prac- 
tices were allowed to pass unquestioned which, 
in former times, would have received unani- 
mous condemnation. When the existence 
of the Government seemed to hang upon the 
issue of a campaign, and each day brought the 
news of victory or defeat, with the ghastly 
story of slaughter, of what consequence was 
an open violation of law and justice by Presi- 
dent or Cabinet minister, the shameless dema- 
goguery of some politician who had stolen the 
livery of patriotiam to serve the devil in, the 
fraud and corruption at an important election, 


trusted officials, the robbery of creditors by 
some merchant of hitherto high repute, the 
heavy fall from virtue of some hitherto distin- 
guished saint, or the deeper damnation of some 
notorious sinner. These things, and thousands 
like them. were lost and forgotten in the shock 
of contending armies, in the blood and tears 
and misery of fraternal war. Society seemed 
to accept the influx of immorality as a neces- 
sary accompaniment of the reign of the sword, 
gradually became accustomed to daily develop- 
ments of depravity, gradually ceased to be 
disturbed by the prevailing rottenness seen and 
smelled on every side. The war ended, but the 
accompaniment of immorality did not. 
continued, and so did the popular indifference; 
so that now, after nineteen years of unbroken 
peace, principles and practices which, previous 
to 1861, would not have been tolerated, provoke 
no more than passing comment, or possibly 
mild reproof, THAD STEVENS once said: ‘‘When 
aman talks about the Constitution, spot him 
for a traitor.” Now, when men venture to 
criticise the methods of a corrupt party or the 
record of a corrupt candidate, and demand re- 
form in the administration of the public affairs, 
they are forthwith stigmatised as ‘‘dudes” and 
‘‘pharisees.” Twenty-five years ago Republican 
methods would have sunk any party to the 
depths of perdition, and BLaine’s record would 
have placed its owner as far from a Presidential 
nomination as from the throne of St. Peter. 
Twenty-five years ago a failure like that of 
Grant, Ward & Co, would have been discussed 
for months, and the wholesale plunder of the 
Marine Bank in New York, and the Penn Bank 
in Pittsburg, would have been regarded and 
treated as a national shame and scandal. Who, 
save the sufferers, cares for the failure or the 
plunder now? They were hardly a nine days’ 
wonder, and, with a dozen of the same sort 
since, are practically forgotten. If Warp could 
get out of prison and capture a gold mine he 
would stand higher in Wal) street than before 
his collapse, and if the managers of the Penn 
Bank could strike a thousand-barrel oil-well 
they would emerge from its baptismal regener- 
ation clean of every sin. 

The “legacies of the war” are sufficiently visi- 
ble and pressing; the only question is, can we 
get rid of the dangerous inheritance! and, if so, 
how?t Our young and vigorous nationality can 
survive assaults which would destroy an older 
and weaker one, but no amount of youth and 
vigor, no institutions however free, no pros- 
perity however great, no growth however vast, 
can avert the inexorable consequences of na- 
tional demoralization. That demoralization is 
curable now; ten or twenty years hence, and if 
we go on as weare now going, it may be chronic 


and incurable.

Children from ten to twelve years of age are only 
permitted to work in certain harmless industries 
turing the day time, and the kind of employment 
allowed for children under fifteen is specified, a 
large number of those injurious to health being for- 
bidden under penalties. 


Ir is noted as something remarkable thatin the 
monster demonstration of the Londoners in favor of 
the franchise bill held at Hyde Park, there was not 
the slightest disturbance. It was pronounced by all 
who saw it, the largest popular demonstration ever 
made in England, fully 30,000 men being in line, yet, 
contrary to all precedent in English political pro- 
cessions and meetings, there was not even a knock- 
down. It is mentioned as still more remarkable 
that, although this vast throng was gathered for 
several hours around seven platformsin the park, 
and there was more or less boisterous excitement 
and horse-play, not aflower or a shrub in the park 
was injured; in fact, within a couple of hours after 
every trace of the crowd was removed. 

A NOVEL representation of the forest scenes in 
“As You Like It,” was given at a private theatrical! 
party at an English country house. Instead of 
mimic stage scenery,which is poor at best, the play 
was givenina real wood and the audience was 
seated in an open space. The effect was said to be 
very fine as immediately back of the real stage was 
a thicket through which the hunters and woodmen 


strolled with spears and bugles, 


An important step toward cremation has recently 
been made in France. The Prefect of the Seine is 
about to establish crematories at all of the ceme- 
teries in Paris, where the bodies of persons not 
claimed by friends will be cremated. This is an ex- 
periment under official authority, and should it 
prove successful the Government is likely to pass a 
general cremation bill. In order that the chief ob- 
jection to cremation may be taken away the health 
authorities. are investigating different means of de- 
tecting poison before bodies are consumed, 

Owns curious effort of the cholera scare has been 
noticed in Paris in the decline of drunkenness. Since 
the beginning of the epidemic in the South the num- 
ber of cases of drunkenness on the streets has rapid- 
ly diminished. The number fell from 170 on June 
1, to 104 on July 1, and to 54 on July 12, the amaliest 
number on record in the city, On the day of the 
National fete there was leas than one-half the num- 
ber of cases as compared with last year. The panic 
bas also had the effect of almost ruining the busi- 
ness of the theaters, none of them being able to 
clear expenses, and the receipts at all of them being 
than for twenty-five years past. 


THe report of the Inspector-General of Police of 
the Central Provinces of India gives an account of a 
robber who apparently reigns supreme in that 
country and also isa modern Dick Turpin. Tantia 
is the name of this free booter and he lives in 
magnificent style secure from harm through the 
protection of the natives, who call him “Uncle 
Tantia.” He isa chivalrous bandit and only steals 
from rich men, frequently giving a large part of 
what he takes from the wealthy to the poor. 
His generosity is a by-word among the people, and 
although an enormous rewara has been offered for 
his capture, he lives in open luxury undisturbed.

The 
srouble with the diguified paper is that it becomes 
prosy and dull. I take it that the standard of news- 
paper dignity is an exceedingly movableone. In 
America it has run about as low as it can get, where 
the only religion of the successful newspaper is 
punctuality, and variety of news. In 
England even, the standard is changing and the 
Pall Mall Gazette, which is striving to conduct itwelf 
on the American plan, is said to be immensely suc- 
cessful and will bring out a decided change in the 
tone of the English newspapers. The successful 
journals in America are those that combine newsi- 
ness with liveliness and independence, in short, are 
those that are newsy and readabie.

BLAINE’S BROTHER. 


He Was Indicted for Forgery 
in St. Louis. 


Then He Gave Bail, But, With James 
G. Blaine’s Connivance, Jumped 
His Bond. 


And is Now a Fugitive From 
'. Missouri Justice. - 


—-- + + -- —~— - —----— 


Story of Neil G. Blaine’s Criminal Escapade 
in This City—How He Cost the City 
$14.70 for 49 Days’ Board in 
the City Jail—How He 
Managed to Get Out 
of the City. 


There is a St. Louis chapter in the history of the 
Blaine family which takes a new and absorbing in- 
terest from the fact of the nomination of James G 
Blaine for the Presidency by the Republican party. 
This story runs, in a word, that Neil Gillespie Blaine, 
the eldest brother of the Presidential candidate, was 
indicted for forgery in St. Louis, thathe escaped 
trial by forfeiting his bond and 
getting away from the city secretly 
in the hold of one of the lower river boats, that he 
is to this day a fugitive from justice in Missouri, and 
is liable to be brought back here for trial, because, 
as he escaped this jurisdiction after indictment and 
before trial] the statute of limitations does not run 
in his behalf. 

Out in Elleardsville, in the western part of the 
city of St. Louis, lives Mrs. Moore, an old lady, who, 
before she was married, was a Miss McSherry. 
Upon thisold lady a Post-Dispatcn reporter 
called one evening early in the 
week. She is ai native of Brownsville, 
Pennsylvania, in her youth an intimate friend of 
the Blaine family, and, although now far past her 
prime, her mind is as vigorous and her memory as 
clear as itever was. The reason for the call was 
this: Thatthe security on the bond which Neil 
Blaine had jumped, was P. J. McSherry, the brother 
of this lady. 

“Yes,” said she, in answer tothe reporter's ques- 
tion, “I know the Blaine family well, very well in- 
deed, and most respectable people they all were ex- 
cept Neil, the eldest boy, and Jimmy— 
‘dirty Jimmy,’ every body used to 
call him in the old time, he was such asloven. Jim, 
up tothetime he was 12 years old, used regularly 
to come to the catechism class which I taught in the 
church. You know his mother was a Catholic all 
her life, and his father died in the faith, too. They 
lived across the river from us, but up to the time 
that his mother died Jim was as regular in his at- 
tendance at church as anybody could wish.” 

“You spoke of Neil Blaine just now—wasn't he at 
one time in St. Louis?” 

“Yes, and so was Jim.” 

“Didn't he get into trouble here? 

“Ves.*’ 

“A forgery, wasn't it?’ 

“Yes. He forged a note for $3,000 on a firm here 
and was arrested and put in jail, and then Jim came 
om totry and get him out of the trouble, and Jim 
came to my brother and got him togo on Neil's 
bond. Then Pat, my brother, went up to Jefferson 
Oity and saw Governor Stewart about it, and they 
had anawful lot of worry and bother, but at last 
Neil got@way and that was the lastI ever heard 
of him for certain, although I was told 
two or three years ago that he was in Georgia in the 
Penitentiary there, but this may not be true. There 
is no doubt about the forgery, though; of that you 
may be certain. 

NEIL BLAINE WAS THE BLACK SHEEP 

of the family, he was always up to some meanness 
or other. He was upin North Missouri fora time 
pretending to be a Baptist preacher, and going un- 
der the name of Neil Wakefield. The rest of the 
family let go of him after they got him out of jail 
in St. Louis, and I suppose he went to the 
dogs, his own way.” After a num- 
ber of reminiscences of the Blaine family 
in the early days, very interesting for the light they 
throw upon the boyhood of the presidential candl- 
date, the reporter left. 

Governor Stewart was Governor of Missouri from 
1858 to 1860, and the records of the Criminal Court 
for that period were searched by a reporter. In the 
dusty old volume 10, which coversthe year 1859 
and which has probably never been opened since it 
took its place in the archives, on page 282, is the re- 
port of the Grand Jury for the September term 1859. 
Running down the list of indictments one comes to 

“no. 35, NEIL G. BLANE—FORGERY.” 

The name by the way is spelled 
B-l-e-n-e in all the records and documents of the 
case before October 21, 1559, when the defendant's 
signature to the bail bond gives the true spelling, 
B--al-n-. This indictment was returned on the 
19th of September. On page 295 of the same vol- 
ume 10 is the reccerd of the arraignment of Neil G. 
Blaine, before the Hon. Henry C. Clover, who was 
then Judge of the Criminal Court, which arraign- 
ment took place September 22, 189, Blaine 
pleading “not guilty” to the charge. 
On Tuesday, September 27, page 232% 
of volume 10, the case was called for trial and con- 
tinued for the State. On October 21, Judge Clover 

Patrick T. McSherry as surety on Neil G. 
Blaine’s bond for $1,500. This bond was declared 
forfeited on the 10th of November (page 349, volume 
10), a8 neither principal or surety ap in court, 
and after a vigorous attempt to bring the fugitive to 
justice the case was finally continued generally Feb- 
ruary 13, 1881. A long search in the pigeon-holes of 
office of .the Clerk of the Criminal Court finally 
owas rewarded by the discovery of the papers in the 
case, which run as follows:

part that his brother should come to trial at all.

is soon told, and every one can draw his own infer- 
ences. There was another old friend of the Blaine 
family in 8. Louis, Captain Gormley, 
who was in command of one of the 
New Orleans boats. Soon after Neil 
G. Blaine was released he went on board Capt. 
Gormley’s boat and secreted himself in the hold, 
with provisions enough to last for several days. At 
the time Capt. Gormley knew nothing abuut his ac- 
tion, and it was only after the boat had passed Cairo 
on her downward tripthat Blaine was discovered 
and brought before the captain. There was an 
angry scene, but the young man begged so pit- 
eously, and Capt. Gormley was 4 
friend and a connection by marriage 
with the Blaine family, and so he determined to put 
no obstacle in young Blaine’s way to liberty. He 
carried him on down to New Orleans, and there 
parted with him. 

Then the war came, and the course of justice in 
Missouri, as elsewhere through the South, was con- 
fused and uncertain, and Neil G. Blaine never heard 
any more of the indictment for forgery, which still 
hangs over his head in St. # Louis. 
It appears that the prosecuting witnesses 
have disappeared and are dead or missing, so that 
retributive justice does not, in this State at least, 
very dangerously menace the fugitive. 

Where Neil G. Blaine is now, no onein 8t. Louis 
seems to know. He washeard from a couple of 
years ago in Georgia, where he was said to be in 
trouble with the criminal courts of that State. He 
has also, itis said, left his mark on the judicial 
records of the Far West, But wherever he is, those 
who know him here retain no pleasant memories of 
his St. Louis visit. 

THE FORFEITED BOND, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Jerrerson CitTy, August 16.—The only record of 
the Blaine case in the Secretary of State's office is 
the following: 

“March 23, 1860—The Governor released P. T. Mo-

Business Dull and the City Full of 
Men Seeking Work.

Carriage Workmen's Wages Keduced 10 Per 
Cent—The Scott Law Kevenue—The 
Whisky Pool—Nine Murderers 
Awaiting Execution. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Crsctywatt, August 15.—In spite pf the drawback 
of the general dullness prevailing everywhere, Cin- 
cinnati last week was one of five great cities of the 
United States that in its clearing-house returns 
showed an inerease over the businessfor the corre- 
sponding week of last year. Still business is dull and 
the cijy is full of men seeking work. The id!eness 
among mechanics is somewhat irregular, that is it 
pertains to classes. Building is active and builders 
are exceptions tothe rute and arein demand A 
few other lines of business are reasonably active. 
The most prominent among the carriage factories 
are working men full time. A cut of 10 per cent 
in wages of carriage workmen has just been made 
in the cheap work-shops. The workmen grumble 
about it, but they act as if they meant to let it end 
there. 


There isa little momentary sensation growing 
out of a scare-crow report that the police fund was 
short, and that the police would have 
to go without at pay or be discharged after the first of 
August. ‘orthington law, which has been in 
force wih, ~ poveral years, forbids the paying out of 
money,or the contracting to pay out money for any 
purpose whatever, unless there is money enough in 
the treasury set apart for that purpose to discharge 
the obligation. The law has been rigidly observed 
except in cases of great emergency he pret ent 
case of the police is of that class, and so the poh.ce 
have neither been discharged nor permitted to go 
without pay. The Scott law.by the tax it raised on 
saloons, furnisled the greater part of the fund for 
the payment of the police. The shortage in that 
fund this year is due tothe fact that the saloon- 
keepers have combined to resist the payment of 
taxes under the Scott law, which has reduced the 
powee fund a third of a million dollars. The law has 

een decided constitutional several times by the 
Supreme Court upon individual cases brought be- 
fore that court. Now itis claimed that the court 
decided only on special cases and omitted to pass 
upon the law as a whole. All of the saloon- 
keepers, about 2,000, who refused to 
pay have been sued by the County 
reasurer. Of course j@ugment has been rendered

for the Treasurer in every case that has been tried, 
and it is likely to be so rendered to the end of the list. | 
A great many have quietly stepped into the magis- 
trate’s oflice and paid the tax under protest. This 
unanimity of opposition is owing to the action of 
the Saloon- -Keepers’ Protective Association in resolv- 
ing to resist the payment of taxes in a body. The 
prime motive of this action is to thoroughly test the 
constitutionality of the law, and several cases have 
been appealed to the Supreme Court, before whic! 
the appellants hope to present them in such a form 
as to make them real tests of the constitutionality 
of the law. Decisions on these appeals are not ex 
pected before the middie of September, and it is 
somewhat doubtful whether they will come to a 
hearing before the fall elections. They are if inter 
est bere because they affect the revenues of the city, 
and elsewhere they are naturally of interest on ac 
count of their possible effect upon the elections. It 
is believed, however, now that their influence upon 
the elections will be scarcely perceptible. 
ONE TROUBLE SEEMS 

to follow another, on the principle perhaps 
that misery likes company. The County Auditor 
has another difficulty about making out the tax list. 
A few years ago the Legisiature passed a law making 
sixteen milis the maximum taxation for munic ipal 
yuurposes. Cincinnati has two Legislatures, one for 
its schools and another for all other municipal pur- 
poses. Each of these bodies makes estimates each 
year of the amount of money that it wants for the 
various funds under its control, After this is done, 
a Board of Tax Commissioners revises and re-ad- 
justs the estimates. This year the Board of Educa- 
tion rebelled against the action of the Tax Com- 


mission in cutting down its estimates and returned 
its report to that body. As it happens they are all 
absent. The aggregate of the tax rate, including 
the estimates of the Board of Education, is more 
than sixteen milis. This puts the County Auditor 
in a quandary, as he can not go on and make out 
his books until this matter of the tax levy is ad- 
ome ed. If the Board of Education continues stub- 
orn, and the other munic ipal board does not yie rd, 
an appeal to the courts will have to settle the mat- 


ter, All this will delay the Anditor in making up 
his tax lists, and postpone the pay-day for taxes to 
a later date in the year than the usual one. 
AN IMPORTANT SOURCE 

of income to Cincinnati now is the Southern Rail- 
road, but the lessees have been delaying the qui urter- 
ly payinent to the city. They are demanding ter 

tuinai facilities in Cincinnati and say that they ‘have 
not been furnished according to contract. These 
terms in regard tothe aforesaid facili ies are @x- 
ceedingly vague. The lessees complain that their 
freight depotis not suitable, that they lack side 


track sufficient to do business with dispatch and 
other things of like nature. No action has been 
taken by the lessees yet to compel the trustees of 
the Cincinnati Southern Railway to furnish these 
facilities or to test the question as to what the trus 

tees are bound to do in the premises. It is a matter 

of gossip, however, that the lessees mean to test 
this case thoroughly, and that their delay of the in- 
stalimentof rent is explained upon this supposition. 

Only afew days agoan effort to revive the high- 
wine combination, known as the whisky pool, met 
with utter defeat here in Cincinnati. Distillers else- 
where north of thé Ohio River were anxious to enter 
into itand its defeat was due to the opposition of 
one or two men. At first it was supposed 
impossible to mend the matter and revive 
the pool. Still distillers in the West were not will- 
ing to give it up so, and propositions from them to 
the Cincinnati distillers for resuscitating the pool 
are under consideration. This combination per- 
tains only to highwines which is the exclusive prod- 
uct, one may say, north of the Ohio River. I[t is 
a distinct class of mapufacture from that of Bour- 
bon whiskies, which are made almost exclusively 
south of the Ohio River. The pool spoken of above 
does not include any of the distillers of Bourbon 
whiskies, which are made ina very different man- 
ner and from somewhat different materials. Bour- 
bon whiskies require time to cure them and fit thein 
for market, Three years is the usual bonded per- 
iod for these whiskies ir order to ripen them - or Use 
and fit them for sale. These two distinct classes 
are sometimes confounded. Each one has its pe- 
culiar troubles. Highwines have no difficuity about 
the bonded period in Government warehouses, sim- 
ply because they rarely go into bond, but are put in 
the market and sold at once, It is the Bourbon 
whisky which is in bond, and about which so much 
bas been said in regard to over-production, and it is 
from the Bourbon distillers that the applications 
were made to Congress for relief by legislation 

EVERYBODY KNOWS 

what a stir has been made in behalf of the bonded 
whisky during the last two years, and how Congress 
refused to change the law limiting the period to 
three years in which such whiskies may remain in 
bond. It is a singuiar fact that none of this bonded 
whisky has been ‘sok I by the Government to pay the 
taxes on it. A vast deal of money for the last two 
years has been required to take these whiskies out 
of bond, and the quantities of tax-paid w hiskies | 
now held by owners for a future market is pro- 
digious. These tax paid whiskies can not be stored 
in government warehouses. Therefore enormous 
private warehouses bave been fitted up iu various 
places for the storage of such whiskies. One device 
for evading the payment of taxes immediately after 
the end of the bonded period was to export Bourbon 
whiskies whose Rendell term had expired. Great 
quantities were shipped to Bermuda, to Hamburg 
and Bremen and otber places. The charge for 
storage in these foreign warehouses was 8 cents 
_ month for every barrel. Some of this whisky 
mas been re imported to Cincinnati, and, like other 
in bond under the charge of the custom house 
officers for three years.
